Note — The  claim  of  the  marshal  of  Georgia  was 
fully  examined  in  1823,  ami  rejected  by  direction  of 
the  late  President  Monroe,  as  will  appear  by  the  paper 
herewith,  marked  A.  It  also  appears,  that,  during  the 
recent  sitting  of  the  Circuit  Court,  the  question  was 
submitted,  whether  the  Africans  should  be  delivered  to 
the  United  States,  conformably  to  the  decree  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court,  before  the  marshal’s  claim  was  satisfied, 
on  which  the  Judges  were  divided  in  opinion,  and  or¬ 
dered  the  fact  to  be  certified  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

39  of  the  Africans  (about  one-fourth,)  have  been  de¬ 
creed  to  be  restored  to  the  Spanish  claimant,  conse¬ 
quently,  he  will  have  to  pay  his  proportion  of  the  ex¬ 
penses  ;  but,  in  the  event  of  his  tailing  to  do  so,  it  is 
supposed  that  the  whole  of  the  Africans  will  have  to 
be  disposed  of  by  the  Government,  and  the  whole  ex¬ 
pense  claimed  from  it.  It  is,  therefore,  thought  pru¬ 
dent  to  estimate  for  the  w  hole,  to  provide  against  such 
a  contingency  :  but  should  the  Spanish  claimant  re¬ 
deem  the  number  allotted^  the  expenditure  of  this  item, 
as  well  as  most  of  the  others,  will  be  proportionably 
decreased.  A  copy  of  the  record  of  the  Circuit  Court 
is  herewith  transmitted,  marked  B.  .
